Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general natures of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: With respect to the 1 12 rejections, Applicant proposes to replace the 
conditional language with "wherein" to overcome indefiniteness. Therefore, more weight will be given to the functional 
language, as the language will require that the function is complete.
